The Curfew, 


Everybody has heard of the curfew bell, at 
the sound of which our English ancestors put 
out their lights and quenched their fires. The 
regulation is often referred to as one of the 
arbitrary measures introduced by the imperi- 
ous Normans, and as exercising a very gross 
and unwarrantable interference with the lib- 
erty of the subject. But the popular notion 
respecting the curfew is altogether crroneous, 
#g to its name, its author, and its object. 

The curfew is a yulgar corruption of couvre 
Jeu—that is, French for ttcover the fire,” 
Curfew is as much a corruption as heef-eater 
for huffetioy, bull and mouth for Boulogne 
mouth, and kickshaw for guelque chose. 

It is more than doubtful whether William 
the Conqueror introduced tlie curfew into 
England, It is certain that the practice pre- 
vailed in most other conntries of Europe; 
and there are incidental allusions by old wri 
ters, which seem to intimate that it was well: 
known in England before the Norman inva: 
sion. 

The object of the curfew was not to de- 
grade and humiliate a vanquished people, 
but to preserve life and property from des- 
truction by fire, The rule that fires and can- | 
dles shuuld be extinguished gt an early hour, 
Was no more arbitrary than the same rule 
atoird ship, when we consider the condition 
of society as it was then, Ihe houses were | 
chiefly built of wood, and were far more 
combustible than they are now ; the accident- 
al outbreak of a fire often ended in the des- 
truction of half a gity and the loss of many 
lives, ‘There were no engines to put out the 
tire—no water supply to be at ance obtained 
~-no' fire escapes to rescue endangered liyes—- 
no fire offices to make good the losses, ‘I'he 
curfew was simply a useful police regulation, 
and if it was sometimes barbgrously enfore- 
ed, it was merely characteristic of the bar- 
barity of the times. No doubs Norman Wil- 
liam was rapavious, tyrgnnical, and arbitrary, 
but no censure cin attach to him on account 
of the curfew. The custom was, in all pro- 
bability, practised before his time, and it was 
eertainlp continued for gix hundred ‘years 
Afterwards. ven now the ringing of a bell
